CITIES AND TOWNS-TAX LEVIES 

H. 1'. 187 

AN ACT to repeal section sll[ty-elg~t hundred fifty-five (6866) of the code, 1924, and 
to enact a substltute therefor, relating to the general tax levy In cities under special 
charter. 

Be it enacted by the General A88embly of the State of Iowa: 

1 SECl'ION 1. Section sixty-eight hundred fifty-five (6855) of the 
2 code, 1924, is hereby repealed and the following enacted in lieu 
3 thereof: . 
4 The council of each city or town shall levy a tax for the year then 
5 ensuing, for the purpose of defraying its general and incidental ex-
6 penses, which shall not exceed ten (10) mills on the dollar.
